Yes, you absolutely could use the meter (if you had one) and not bother 
with the measurement/formula idea. 


In theory, you could calculate the capacitance (as suggested) by measuring 
the area of a plate and the distance between the plates, with the standard 
formulas ( and you need the number of plates, etc). In practice, this 
isn't a very practical method for a small air variable. Air cap plates 
often aren't perfect semi-circles (they're often sections of centroids) so 
measuring plate area is error prone. You would need to accurately measure 
the plate separation with the plates meshed, deduct the shaft area, note 
whether the rotor plates are the same shape as the stator plates, and on 
and on. Not worth the effort unless you have no other choice.

Phil, the NorCal doublet is made from a piece of 4 conductor ribbon 
cable 

like that used in computers. Take a piece 50 ft. long, measure back 22 
feet, and cut out the center two conductors. Then, use one 22 ft. 
length 

for one side of your doublet, and the other side is made from the other 
22 

ft. length. The rest of the ribbon cable is the feedline. I use a 
cable 

tie to secure it to a #1 brass snap swivel which I use as a center 
support.

Greetings all, 


Perhaps instead of using the oven and risking the wrath of "She Who Must Be 
Obeyed" it would be better to use a stand alone oven. 


I made a dehydrator for making deer and beef jerky and it should work for 
baking on paint. It also cost less than $5. 


I took a box that was about 12 inches square and about 18 inches tall and 
lined it with aluminum foil, shiny side visible. Before gluing the bottom 
piece of foil, I put in an unswitched ceramic light fixture in the bottom, 


with the power cord exiting a convienently place hole. I trimmed out a hole 
in the foil for the fixture. 


I use a 75 watt light bulb to get about 150 degrees F. If I wanted higher 
temperatures, I would use a higher wattage bulb and install a dimmer switch 
so I could adjust the power output. I would also use a thermometer to 
measure the temperature if I were going for higher temperatures.. 


For dehydrating food, I made some trays from hardware mesh so they stacked. 
To elevate the trays above the light I poked ball point pen bodies 
diagonally across the corners of the box. 


For baking paint, I would use coat hangers to suspend the enclosure about 10 
inches from the top of the bulb. JI would also suspend a piece of metal 
between the enclosure and the bulb to act as a heat shield. Use the box 
flaps to regulate the airflow. 


This should take less than half an hour to make and can be place in a garage 
or someplace where the fumes won't be offensive. It should also use less 
electricty than your oven.

Hello all. I have used with great success an IR heat lamp bulb mounted to a 
tripod. You can use a clip on light and just point it at the object to be 
baked. 

Be sure and suspend the object from something and keep that lamp away from 
combustibles! Place the lamp 6 - 12" away from the case. For the first 


few times until you get the hang of it, do a trial run. Before you 

paint the case hang it in front of the bulb wait 5 min and see how hot the 
case is getting. I'll leave it up to you how to measure the temp. I use 
150-175 deg. 

for my projects. 1/2 to 1 hour works for me. Remember NEVER EVER LEAVE 
THE AREA WHEN USING THIS METHOD! 

The house you save may be your own if it gets too hot!

Greetings all, 


Perhaps instead of using the oven and risking the wrath of "She Who Must Be 
Obeyed" it would be better to use a stand alone oven. 


I made a dehydrator for making deer and beef jerky and it should work for 
baking on paint. It also cost less than $5. 


I took a box that was about 12 inches square and about 18 inches tall and 
lined it with aluminum foil, shiny side visible. Before gluing the bottom 
piece of foil, I put in an unswitched ceramic light fixture in the bottom, 
with the power cord exiting a convienently place hole. I trimmed out a hole 
in the foil for the fixture. 


I use a 75 watt light bulb to get about 150 degrees F. If I wanted higher 
temperatures, I would use a higher wattage bulb and install a dimmer switch 
so I could adjust the power output. I would also use a thermometer to 
measure the temperature if I were going for higher temperatures.. 


For dehydrating food, I made some trays from hardware mesh so they stacked. 
To elevate the trays above the light I poked ball point pen bodies 
diagonally across the corners of the box. 


For baking paint, I would use coat hangers to suspend the enclosure about 10 
inches from the top of the bulb. JI would also suspend a piece of metal 
between the enclosure and the bulb to act as a heat shield. Use the box 
flaps to regulate the airflow. 


This should take less than half an hour to make and can be place in a garage 
or someplace where the fumes won't be offensive. It should also use less 
electricty than your oven.

For those of you like homebrewing and using the ugly construction and/or 
Manhattan approach, I recently discover a neat trick. I'm sure some one has 
tried this or thought of it before. 


I needed to mount some IC sockets to a PC board for my ‘from scratch' SST I 
was building. I was using the Manhattan punched disks for most everything 


else but they seemed way too big for the IC sockets spacing wise. 


I cut off some ~1/16" strips of thin PC material and made one inch ‘long 
islands' . I filed a little separation in the center to isolate the common 
pins. Then super glued 4 of ‘em parallel to each other and spaced right 
for the IC socket. Then soldered the IC socket on top of the long islands. 
This technique is fun and seems to works great. You could layout a whole PC 
board this way. but kinda labor intensive! 


BTW avoid super gluing your fingers together and to your work. Use it very 
carefully!! Read the instructions before they are covered w/your skin!<g>

Thanks to all who listened last night for my 300 milliwatts 30 meter PSK31 
beacon. Ten stations reported hearing the beacon. The most distant station 
was the op in Washington State, he will get the "ears" certificate. most 
stations had a fully readable print on the milliwatt signal and were 
scattered throughout the US with one VE3 reporting in . Plans for the next 
beacon warble will at powers below 200 milliwatt . . ."how low can we go"? 
Right now let's plan on the same freq (10.125mhz) on Thursday night at 
QOOOUTC-O100UTC. I will be transmitting with less than 200 milliwatts, 
otherwise the same setup, and with a new "code word" to verify copy. I will 
announce again during the day on Thursday to remind those interested. My 
notices are going to three online list QRP-1l@lehigh.edu, 
FT-817@yahoogroups.com, and FT817@yahoogroups.com. 


I also ran the beacon for 30 minutes on 40 meters last night, after the 30 
meter test. I did not announce that transmission, but Ken in Mobile, AL 
copied both the 30 meter beacon and the short run on 40 meters. He was 
surprised at the good copy on 30 considering the time of night and our 
fairly close proximity. 


Of interest to 817 owners, I ran the little rig for two hours continuous 
PSK31 at the low power. The heat sink heated up significantly but never 
became, "to hot to handle". On an earlier test I ran continuosly from the 


internal battery back at the low level for one hour non-stop before the 
voltage dropped out. To produce the repeative message I created a text file 
using Microsoft Word, by copying and pasting that had enough repetitions to 
run for the two hour test. Digipan allows one to "send file" when in the 
transmit mode. remember if you set up your own beacon to identify with 
YOURCALL/B. 


Some stations thought they heard me at 10.123mhz others said I was on 
10.125mhz, where I thought I was. I was transmitting on LSB so maybe some 
were listening on USB which would make a readout difference. Anyway some ops 
had fun trying to find the beacon. There is probably a possibility here for 
a contest like the CW foxhunts, if someone wants to propose a weekly 
contest, there is probably enough interest to start something. Maybe it 
could be a "find the warble, copy the code word" contest. 


For those interested in the antenna setup. I was using a 270 foot long 80 
meter skywire loop which hangs about 30 feet off the ground and is supported 
by several trees in my back yard. It is directly fed by 50 ohm coax with no 
balum but matched by a ZM-2 kit tuner. The antenna is described on the ARRL 
online antenna site. and is capable of good operation on 10-80 meter bands.

I sure am a bit baffled with DigiPan locking up my Laptop. 

I have new info. 

Running DigiPan on Laptop under normal WIN98 causes instant lockup. 


Digipan software never opens. Hour glass shows and stops. 


DigiPan does start under SAFE but error message says sound card 
not available or in use. Sound system is Yamaha OPL3-SAx. 


Does this possibly mean a conflict between some driver such as 
video driver and DigiPan? If yes, How do I fix this? 


Trying to set either COM1 ox COM2 [SAFE] causes error message COM 
Port not available. Yet com2 runs modem fine in normal WIN98 and 
sound card does work OK. 

Maybe sound error is caused because SAFE does not load some drivers. 


On my old P133 Tower PC, DigiPan starts and allow me to set 
serial port to COM2.

They generally had a straightforward system, and I would say it is max 15 
p£, (mmf) How many plates does it have, what is their spacing, and their 
area? 


The formulas are in the Handbook and many other electronic texts. You can 
simple multiply the value for two plates, by the number of plate "pairs", ie 
it takes two plates of a certain area to X pf. If you had six plates, that 
would be 3 rotors, and 3 stators, or 5 opposing pairs. Calculate the first 
pair, and multiply by 5. 


Fairly simple. 

If plates are half round, you can simply calculate the area of a circle and 
take half that area as the effective plate area, close enough for government 
work as they say.
